LEGISLATIVE BOARD 
HAS TUNNEL BILL OF 


BOSTON & CA TERN 


Metropolitan Affairs Commit-| U. S. Engineer 


tee Receives From Joint 
Railroad Organization Pro- 
ject for Action. 


TERMINAL FAVORED 


Provision Is Made for Con- 
cern to Pay Money to City 
for Quota Toward Transit 
Expert Expenses. 


railroad commissioners 
and the Boston transit commission, sit- 
ting as a joint board, today reported to 
the committee on metropolitan affairs of 
the Legislature a_ bill authorize the 
Boston & Eastern Electric Railroad Com- 
pany to construct a tunnel and terminal 
in the city of Boston. 

According to a finding of the railroad 
commissioners in November, 1908, the ne- 
cessities of public travel then required 
the construction of the Boston & Eastern 
electric road through East Boston, Chel- 
pea, Revere, Lynn, Salem and Beverly; 
but by agreement between all parties the 
certificate of exigency was withheld until 
legislation could be secured authorizing 
the construction of the tunnel. The certi- 
ficate of exigency will have to be se- 
cured in case the bill is passed, and 
within 60 days after this certificate is 
issued the directors of the company are 
to apply to the joint board to fix the 
location of the tunnel. 

The Boston & Eastern Electric Rail- 
road Company, when incorporated, may, 
according to the provisions of this bill, 
construct, operate and maintain a tun- 
nel under the harbor from some conven- 
ient point in East Boston to some con- 
venient point in the city of Boston 
proper, and, with the consent of the Bos- 
ton transit commission and of tle Bos- 
ton Elevated Railway Company or its as- 
signs, may connect the tunnel with the 
Washington street tunnel in such man- 
ner as the joint board may approve, The 
general character, size. design, and lo- 
cation of the tunnel are to be fixed and 
determined by the joint board, with due 
regard to the requirements of a tunnel 
connection between the North and South 
stations. The company may operate and 
maintain the tunnel for the running of 
electric railroad trains of its own cars 
and the cars of other companies, sub- 
ject to certain limitations. 

The financial privileges extended to 
the company ,by the bill include the 
right to issue and dispose of stock and 
bonds and to mortgage its franchise 
and property, present and future, ex- 
clusive of the tunnel but inclusive of 
the right to use it. 

Within 60 days after the acceptance 
of the act the directors of the company 
are to pay into the city treasury $10,- 
000 to be held as a special fund to be 
applied toward the payment of such pro- 
portion of the general office and admin- 
istration expenses of the transit commis- 
sion, including the compensation of its 
meyibers, its chief engineer, secretary 
and office employees, as the commission 
say from time to time determine to be 
equitable and proportionally chargeable 
to the work authorized by this and 
to the payment of expert services, and of 
counsel fees and costs, and any other 
expenses of the commission or board 
§neurred under the previsions of this 
act. 

The city treasurer shall also pay di- 
rectly from this special fund the monthly 
ind weekly payrolls of such employees 
of the commission as it may certify to 
have been employed in connection with 
the work. This special fund is to be 
kept up to the full sum of £10,000 by 
monthly payments of such sums as may 
be necessary by the company to the city 
treasurer. Thus the entire cost of con- 
structing the tunnel will be borne by the 
toston & Eastern Electric Railroad Com.

retary of War Jacob Dickinson. They 
are made by Lieut.-Col. Edward Burr, 
and were his last recommendations af- 
fecting Boston before going to Washing- 
ton to take up his new duties there. 


The recommendations are on a petition 
fathered by Senator Henry Cabot Lodge 
having the indorsement of some of Bos- 
ton’s most influential corporations. That 
the secretary of war will be importuned 
to take quick and favorable action on 
the petition is stated by some of the 
petitioners. Senator Lodge was today 
informed by telegraph of the recom- 
mendations being in the mail. 

The document, a bulky affair, recom- 
mends that a structure with draws at 
least 100 feet wide, but preferably 125 
feet wide, be ordered for this bridge; 
that its location be changed so that the 
drawspans will be placed at a_ point 
south of their present side, to reduce 
to a minimum the difficulties in passing 
through the draw openings due to cross- 
tidal currents; and that the draws be 
located so there will be a cleer height 
under the draw span of not less than 25 
feet at mean high water. This would 
necessitate an elevation of the street on 
both sides of the bridge. 

Drawings and tide current observations 
taken by engineers accompany the peti- 
tion to show the necessity for the change 
of the bridge’s location, which now 
causes delays to vessels at certain peri- 
ods of the tide. 

Colonel Burr calls special attention to 
the importance of his recommendations 
in speaking about the proposed $1,500,000 
smelting plant which the New Englan 
Gas & Coke Company desires to construct 
above the bridge on the Mystic river 
in Chelsea. He points out that this 
company is willing to spend $125.000 to 
deepen the channel, build new colliers 
and establish one of the greatest smelt- 
ing plants in the East. Without an 
adequate bridge structure the company 
could not erect the plant. 

The fact that Congress has appropri 
ated $72,000 to deepen the Mystic river 
this summer, to a 30-foot channel and 
provides for a survey of the Malden 
river, with a view to deepening the chan- 
nel are also arguments used to secure 
favorable action. 

The war department is also being in- 
formed that the city of Boston claims to 
have no money with which to make the 
changes. But this, it is said, will have 
no influence in Washington, ravigation 
interests being paramount to such a po- 
sition. 

The war department is also asked to 
consider that the annual commerce 
through the bridge is over 3,000,000 tons 
tons; that-it is located at the head of 
the $7,000,000 35-foot channels and that 
it is the main channel for the largest 
part of Boston commerce. A _ plan 
showing the location of important ship.

MEN WELL MATCHED 


The schoolboy oarsmen are now put- 
ting on the finishing touches to their 
rowing in preparation for the annual 
regatta, which is to be held on the 
Charles river Tuesday and Thursday of 
next week. The weather of the past 
two weeks has been excellent for good 
workouts, and all of the crews have 
taken advantage of it. 

Volkmann school has been strengthened 
by the return of Nelson Curtis, Jr., who 
has taken his seat at No. 2 and Capt. 
Edward Curtis is now rowing at No. 3. 

English high experienced a change last 
week, when Harold Pierce, the big full- 
hack of the football team, came out, 
after a three weeks’ layoff. He was 
placed at No. 3, and Tefft moved back 
one. Ferguson is now stroking, and 
Captain Roche is in the bow. English 
will try to put a second crew on the 
river this week, as some of last year’s 
second crew men have consented to 
row. Meannix, Hands, Powell and 
Campbell are all big men of football 
fame, and their stamina will make them 
an important factor in the coming races. 

The trial heats will produce some close 
finishes, as there is no one crew which 
stands out especially strong. In the 
first heat, Noble and Greenough and 
Brookline shrould be fighting for the 
front. with Volkmann pushing them hard. 
Boston Latin is also in this heat; but 
they are not considered as likely win- 
ners, because of their inexperience. Noble 
and Greenough’s first and second crews 
rowed Pomfret Academy at Putnam, 
Conn., on Saturday and won both races 
in good time. 

The second heat will be a close tussle 
between Rindge and English high. The 
Cambridge training school has developed 
rapidly of late, and is as smooth a ma- 
chine as any on the river. Manager 
Hurter has been very successful in per- 
suading the bigger fellows in the school 
to try their hand at rowing, and as a 
result, it is one of the heaviest on the 
river. Roxbury Latin and Cambridge 
Latin are also in this heat, but are not 
taken as possible rivals by the others. 
Roxbury is fairly heavy, but the men in 
the boat lack experience. Cambridge has 
been working hard, and may be the sur- 
prise. 

There is not much choice among the 
junior crews.

the right. In order to permit this with- 
out clumsiness, it is well to first grip the 
shaft with the right thumb down the 
shaft, and then curl the thumb so that 
its end rests on the nail of the left fore- 
finger. 

The right forefinger is comparatively 
loose as used by Mr. Travers, which 
gives greater flexibility in the grip for 
the various motions that are necessary 
to get the club up to the top of the 
swing and accurately down to the ball in 
the correct swing. 

If the left forefinger is relaxed and is 
allowed to ride on top of the right lit- 
tle finger, with the end of the left thumb 
resting against the first joint of the left 
second finger, even greater flexibility is 
obtainable.

NEW ORLEANS—President Ellis of 
the Board of Trade has requested Lamar 
Quintero, who is the delegate from the 
United States to the international con- 
ference of American republics that 
meets at Buenos Aires in July, to pre- 
sent to the conference the necessity 
of effecting changes in the charges and 
methods for certifying consular invoices 
and manifest fees between New Orleans 
and the Latin-American countries. 

Accordingly, Mr. Quintero will en- 
deavor to get the conference to adopt 
a plan for making consular charges uni- 
form, as well as making the forms of 
consular invoices and manifests uni- 
form, together with uniformity of office 
hours kept-by the representatives of 
the different American republics, especi- | 4 
ally those of the Latin-American re- 
publics in the United States. 

It is expected that’ these changes will 
do much to facilitate commerce between 
this country and the other 20 American 
republics. President Ellis points out 
that the republic of Cuba has the most 
advantageous system of charges for 
certifying consular invoice, manifest, bill 
of health, etc., and proposes that it be 
used as the basis for the changes to be 
adopted by the international conference

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PRESIDENT SIGHTS 


THE COMET AT THE 


NAVAL OBSERVATORY 


WASHINGTON—President and Mrs. 
Taft viewed the comet Monday night 
about % o'clock through a 26-inch tele- 
acope at the Naval Observatory. They 
did not have a very good view of it 
owing to the haziness of the night, but 
they were able to get a glimpse of the 
tail. 

In the party besides the President and 
Mra. Toft were Gen. Clarence RK. EA- 
wards, head of the insular bureau of 
jhe war. department; Mrs. Edwards, 
Charles P. Taft, the President’s brother, 
and Capt. Archibald W. Butt, the Presi- 
dent’s military aide. John Hays Ham- 
mond, the mining engineer, joined the 
party “at the observatory. 

Capt. P. Ten Eyek De Witt Veeder, 
superintendent of the observatory, and 
Prof. Asaph Hall, in charge of observa- 
tions, had focussed the largest telescope 
in the observatory on the comet, which 
was about half way between the zenith 
and the horizon, with the tail pointing 
toward the zenith. The moon, Jupiter 
and other stars were also observed, but 
the party did not wait for the eclipse. 
After about half an hour in the obser- 
vatory they left in the presidential auto 
for a ride out into the country. 

Captain Knapp, the government’s chief 
ix obtaining more informa- 
tion about the comet than he desires. 
Some time ago he sent out a general 
requeat to navigators to jook out for 
the comet. 

Their reports have been coming in so 
numerously that Captain Knapp foresees 
the speedy exhaustion of the sum al- 
lowed by Congress for telegraph and 
cable expenses of the office. They come

MOBILE, Ala.—The Norwegian steam- 
ship Verona is in port here from Port 
Limon, Costa Rica. Captain Oxholm 
gives an interesting account of the view 
obtained of the comet while on the way 
to the southern port. He said that on 
the night of May 14 the comet was 
plainly visible. The tail seemed to be 
hundreds of miles long and spread out at 
the end like a fan. The comet itself was 
gurrounded with a red hazy light. 


NEW YORK—Second Officer E. A. 
Bridges of the Royal Mail steam packet 
Orotava, just arrived from Bermuda, re- 
ports careful observations of Halley’s 
comet when the earth was supposed to 
have been passing through its tail on 
the night of May 18. At 3 a.m. on the 
night of May 1% he was on the bridge, 
when the ship was 235 miles south of 
Sandy Hook, and saw the tail of the 
comet stretched right across the zenith. 
“It was like the milky way, but not 
quite so wavy,” said Mr. Bridges. 


O. C. Wendell of 
announced today that 
obtained a brief and fairly satisfactory 
glimpse of Hallev’s comet through a 
rift in the clouds last evening. The 
nucleus was quite bright, and the tele- 
scope disclosed a short tail. 

The observation was made through 
finders of one of the big telescopes, but 
before the main instrument could be 
trained on the comet, the clouds blotted 
it out. 

As the moon does not rise until nearly

INCREASED RATES TU 
BE IN EFFECT JULY 


The increase in the fares on the Bos- 
ton & Maine railroad, on all divisions 
except the Fitchburg, will go into effect 
July 1. The new rates could not be 
made up in time for June 1, as they had 
to be filed with the interstate commerce 
commission for 30 days before going 
into effect. The Fitchburg division rates 
were completed in time. The rates on 
the Massachusetts Central! division will 
be increased slightly, the largest increase 
being 19 cents, this being the Northamp- 
ton, Hadley and South Amherst. The 
first increase is made at Gleasondale, 
which is 26 miles from Boston; at this 
point the fare jis increased two cents. At 
a number of the stations beyond Gleas- 
ondale the fares were increased two 
cents.

Why Bibsident Roosevelt

The story of the indorsement that was 
never given was outlined to the insur- 
gent caucus by the executive committee 
as follows: 

Representatives Nelson, Gardner and 
Madison of the executive committee of 
the progressive caucus were present to 
endeavor to secure President Koosevelt’s 
indorsement of the insurgent attack on 
Mr. Cannon and the rules, projected by 
the progressives to be made during the 
special tariff session that convened 
March 15, 1909. They had arranged an 
appointment with President Roosevelt 
for the afternoon of March 3. 

The eleventh hour of the Roosevelt 
administration was at hand and 
Roosevelt was moving out of the White 
House. ‘The executive oftices were in con- 
fusion. Clerks were rushing in And out 
t the President’s office and Mr. Roose- 
velt led the insurgent committee into 
the old cabinet room. He dragged a 
chair from the cabinet table over into 
a corner and the conference was on. 


Feels Obliged to Leave 


Successor Free Course 


Representative Nelson, as chairman of 
the committee, outlined to the President 
the plan of attack on Speaker Cannon 
and the rules, the object and chances 
of success for the entire insurgent pro- 
gram, and avked Mr. Roosevelt to in 
dorge officially the movement. Mr. Roose- 
velt raised himself in his chair, drew 
one leg up beneath him, in his favorite 
deliberative attitude, clasped his hands 
behind his head and said: 

“Now boys, let me think out loud.” 

Then for 30 minutes he proceeded to 
outline his position in.the impending 
legislative struggle. He pointed out to 
himself and the insurgents that through- 
ot his administration Speaker Cannon 
and certain of his followers in the House 
had opposed measure after measure that 
he had advanced and advocated. 

He said, in the beginning, that per- 

‘ sonally he was in sympathy with the in- 
surgents and with what they were trying 
to do. He paused for a moment. Then 
he continued, saving that he was now 
getting out of the limelight, that an- 
other was about to take up the reins, and 
that.the new President might not like 
to have them taken out his hands. 
Mr. Roosevelt declared that it seemed to 
him that he would be encroaching. on 
the prerogatives of his successor if he 
publicly indorsed the insurgents’ move- 
ment; that he had been dealing with 
these things in his own way and that 
his successor would want to do the same 
without interference. 


Offers to Write Letter 


to Committee Chairman 


of 


Throughout the interview the only ob- 
jection Mr. Roosevelt made to a_ public 
_declaration of his sympathy with the 
progressive movement was the fact that 
his successor might be embarrassed. 

“I don’t want to seem to interfere. I 
don’t want to appear to seize the reins 
from the hands of my successor,” and 


he swept out his hands in a comprehen- 
sive gesture. “I’m like that talkative 
New Bedford mate whose captain told 
him: “What I want from you is silence 
and very little of that.” 

For an hour and a half Mr. Roosevelt 
talked over the request of the insurg- 
ents and they outlined their various 
projects. Repeatedly the President 
evinced his desire to aid their cause, 
seeking only a way to do so that would 
not leave him open to a charge of in- 
terfering with Mr. Taft’s administra- 
tion. Finally he made this proposition: 

He offered to write a letter to Chair- 
man Nelson of the insurgent commit- 
tee indorsing the insurgent program. 

He told reminiscently of writing a 
similar letter for the use of the “organ- 
ization Republicans” early in his admin- 
istration in return for which they had 
promised to put through the Roosevelt 
legislative program. 

“And you see what they have done 
for me!” he added, leaning forward and 
grasping the arms of his chair. He said 
that under the circumstances he would 
not write the letter for publication, but 
that it could be used among the members 
of the House without reserve, not even 
excepting the speaker himself. The let- 
ter was to be a complete indorsement of 
the insurgent program for amending the 
rules and the reduction of the speaker’s 

wer. 

“When the insurgents left the White 
House it was. understood that Mr. 
Roosevelt was to write the letter and 
send it to Representative Nelson. 

At noon the next day Mr. Roosevelt 
sat in the President’s room, off the 
Renate chamber, signing the final bills 
of his administration. All the cere- 
monial preparation for the inayguration 
of President Taft was under way. About 
Mr. Hoosevelt, as he bent over the

the House and Senate. Presidnt-elect 
Taft was there. 

Mr. Roosevelt, summoning a page, 
sent for the insurgent committee that 
had waited on him the day before. 
Only Kepresentative Gardner could be 
found, and Mr. Roosevelt despatched 
him to find Mr. Nelson. 

When Messrs. Gardner and Nelson re- 
turned, Mr. Roosevelt was busy with 
the numerous bills on the desk before 
him. He arose quickly, grasped Mr. 
Nelsgn by the hand, and said: 

“Well, I’m sorry.” Then he told them 
that without discussing directly the 
proposition he had made to the insur- 
gents, he had brought up the rules-Can- 
non matter in Mr. Taft’s presence and 
that as a result he had reached the 
conclusion that to write the letter would 
be unwise in view of what Mr. Taft had 
said. He again expressed his sympathy 
with the insurgent plans, however. Mr. 
Gardner turned to him and asked: “Well, 
Mr. President, won’t you ask Mr, Taft 
to do what he can for us?”

Dramatic Plea for Cause 
With Incoming Executive 


With an impulsive gesture he turned 
to the two insurgents, grasped each by 
the hand and led them over to where 
Mr. Taft stood. The other occupants 
of the room started a little, and turned 
their attention toward the President and 
the President-elect. 

Mr. Roosevelt briefly explained to Mr. 
Taft the plans of the insurgents in their 
fight against Speaker Cannon and the 
rules, and said that they had asked 
for his support. 

For probably five minutes he pleaded 
with his successor for the insurgents and 
their cause, ending with the request: 
“At least keep your hands off.” 

Mr. Taft listefied to Mr. Roosevelt’s 
fervid plea, threw up his hands and 
turned off the matter in a joking way. 

Within half an hour Mr. Roosevelt had 
surrendered the presidency to Mr. Taft 
and had severed himself entirely from 
He has not discussed politics 
publicly since. But the insurgents have 
sent letter after letter to Africa and 
Europe. The replies to these letters are 
guarded closely by their recipients. 


JULIA WARD HOWE 
PLEADS FOR PURER 
MILK AND JUSTICE 


Mrs. Julia Ward Howe spoke in be- 
thalf of the milk consumers of Boston 
before the legislative joint committee 
investigating the milk situation at the 
State House this afternoon. 

Mrs. Howe emphasized the importance 
of an intellagent study of the milk con- 
troversy and urged justice to all the par- 
ties concerned. She said in part: 

“It seems to me that the important 
object of this hearing is one which must 
commend itself to all good citizens. Milk 
is one of the principal articles of food, 
and the importance of having fresh and 
pure milk cannot be over emphasized. 

“[ read recently that the United 
States is about to build two néw battle- 
ships—two new dreadnoughts. In this 
case justice is the dreadnought. Let us 
take our stand on that. Justice to all 
persons.” 

Prof. Charles E. A. Winslow of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
told the committee that both the state 
and city boards of milk inspection are 
inadequate for effective work. He pro- 
posed that if milk is to be pasteurized it 
be done by city officials under expert 
supervision. 

Dr. C. F. Whittier, visiting physician 
of the Boston City hospital, recommend. 
ed the New York system of inspecting 
milk for adoption in Boston. He 
that all milk going to New York city is 
inspected at its source as wel] as just 
previous to delivery to the consumer. 

Former Dist-Atty. Hill has been re- 
tained as counsel by officials of several 
women’s clubs of the city to present the 
consumers’ side of the milk question be- 
fore the committee. 

Dr. Theobald Smith of Forest Hills, 
professor at the Harvard Medical School, 
declared in his opinion. there is need of 
better public supervision of Boston's 
milk supply. He said that if pasteuriza- 
tion to be done it should made 
under public control and supervision. 

Dr. Milton J, Rosenau also proposed 
plans for bettering Boston’s milk supply. 

William H. Coolidge, counsel for the 
Boston & Maine railroad, told the com- 
mittee that the milk contractors furnish 
the ice with which the milk is cooled 
in transit, and that if the independent 
shipper sends milk in the contractor’s 
car he is charged a small sum for the 
ice used to cool his milk. The sum paid 
by the independent is turned over to 
the railroad. The railroad then turns 
over all sums paid to it by independent 
shippers for the use of ice furnished 
by the contractor to the contractor, 
which, Mr, Coolidge said, was only fair. 

The Boston board of health will take 
mmediate action to better the supply 
of milk now coming to Boston, following 
special investigations the board has been 
making since the strike began. The 
board haa voted to prosecute five of the 
leading milk contractors of the city for 
violation of the city’s regulation for the 
sale and care of milk. It has been found

REPORT MOVEMENT 
TO OUST SECRETARY 
BALLINGER BY LAW 


PROVIDENCE, R. I.—The Journal to- 
day prints the following despatch from 
its correspondent at Washington: 

“A movement is on foot to impeach 
Secretary Ballinger if he declines to re- 
sign or if President Taft fails to remove 
him after the investigating committee 
has submitted its report to Congress. 

“Democratic members of the House 
who are behind the matter, it is said, 


have already made considerable progress | 


with their plans. 

“Several of the insurgent Republicans 
are outspoken in the opposition to Bal- 
linger, and the Democrats are making 
overtures for their support in the at- 
tempt to oust the head of the interior 
department. 

“While not entirely confident that they 
can carry out their program the Demo- 
crats are willing to try it and to take 
entire responsibility for the initiative in 
the attack. 

“There.seems to be little probability 
that the investigating committee will 
make its report at this session of Con- 
gress. 

“It is declared on excellent authority 
that the resignation of Secretary Bal- 
linger will be called for in the speeches 
to be delivered by Representatives Madi- 
son, Graham and James. 

“If after a reasonable length of time 
the secretary of the interior fails to 
comply with this request a resolution 
will be introduced calling upon the Presi- 
dent to dismiss him. If the President 
fails to take action in accordance with 
the terms of that resolution, even if that 
resolution fails to pass the House, the 
coalition between the Democrats and 
insurgent Republicans will endeavor to 
institute impeachment proceedings.” 

Under the constitution the House acts 
as prosecutor in impeachment proceedings 
and the Senate as judge. With the ac- 
tion so far away no one is willing to haz- 
ard a guéss as to what the outcome will 
be, but it is certain that Congress will 
still have the Pinchot-Ballinger affair 
on its hands after the investigating com- 
mittee submits its report. 


WASHINGTON—A plan to abolish the 
department of the interior and create a 
new “department of public works,” will 
be considered this summer by President 
Taft, according to a report circulated 
here today.

LOCKHART TELLS

GRANT NEW DEGREE. 
IN MATHEMATICS AT 
HARVARD THIS YEAR 


For the first time in the history of 
Harvard University, the faculty of arts 


and sciences has established a degrea 


with distinction in mathematics and edu- 
cation representing special preparation 
for the work of teaching, mathematics. 
In order to be eligible for this degree, 


a student must be known to the stand- 
ing committee on mathematics as a can- 
didate during at least the last two years 
of his course, and must carry on his 
studies in his chosen field under the 
guidance of the committee, The degree 
will be awarded on the basis of the fol- 
lowing courses: First, mathematics and 
allied subjects, including a course in 
either descriptive geometry or survey- 
ing, three and one half courses in math- 
ematics above the freshman courses, ad- 
vanced physics, and astronomy; second, 
education, including a course in educa- 
tional theory, a course in the history of 
education, and a course in secondary ed- 
ucation, with practise teaching. The 
standing committee of three professors 
of the mathematics department reserve 
the right to judge the q.itity of the 
student’s work, and to direct the final 
award of the degree.

He 
submitted the idea of washing the paper 
money to Director Ralph of the bureau 
of engraving and printing and later to 
a committee consisting of C. S. Pearce 
of the division of loans, G. K, Leet, his 
private secretary, and Brandon Smith, 
the department chemist. 

The committee found that about 80 
per cent of thagpaper money now de- 
stroved can be saved by washing and 
put back inta circulation after it is 
cleansed and dried. Only silver certifi- 
cates can be washed, because the ink in 
vellowbacks and national bank notes will 
not permit of such an operation.

Rome, decorated with saints and angels 
by Mantegna or Michael Angelo, gives 
one almost the impression of a dungeon? 
And this in spite of the study lavished 
by these latter on anatomy, chiaroscuro, 
and perspective, none of which learned 
sciences worried Angelico in the least, 
among his olives on the Fesole hill. 
Some one, perhaps, thinks it merely a 
question of pigment. And it is true 
that Angelico loved gay colors, while 
Mantegna and Michael Angelo dealt 
much in black and gray. Now, the 
French impressionists, experimenting 
scientifically, as they thought, with so- 
lar light, after more-than 400 years of 
accumulated “progress” in the arts 
achieved the distinction of_arriving at 
the same conclusion as Angelico uncon- 
sciously arrived at, namely, that in a 
picture black, or the negation of light, 
is inadmissible to represent shadow. 
And the great importance of their piec- 
tures lies solely in this fact, that they 
reassert the omnipresence of light. Yet 
there is a great gulf fixed between the 
pictures of Angelico and of Monet. If 
a typical example of each be placed 
side by side we notice that the colors 
of each are probably equally vivid, but 
there is a comparative absence of white 
in Angelico’s. As we recede, Monet’s 
colors vanish per se, giving place to an 
effect of vibrant air and sunlight (grant- 
ing that ¥ be a sunlit subject). At the 
same time Angelico’s colors fuse and 
interact in an indescribably harmonious’ 
Way, giving a sense of* glowing and 


penetrating light that is quite unlike, 


the quality of sunshine—one more soft 
and yet more pure. We are still con- 
scious of the Monet picture as paint in 
spite of its sparkle, but we are no longer 
conscious of Angelico’s material. 


This being so, it is clear that the 
sense of light in a picture is due neither 
to an imitation of natural effect nor the 
quality of its pigment, and we are 
driven to the conclusion that its origin is 
mental: Supposing this to be so, does 
what we know of the characters of 
painters at all bear this ouf? Tet us 
take two representative men, Angelico 
and Michaeit Angelo. 

Angelico, as we know, was a happy 
soul as well as a saintly one. His, piec- 
tures seem almost like magic panes of 
glass transmitting only the simple, 
sweet, and gay elements of that varied 
Tuscan life he saw about him. When 
obliged to paint unpleasant subjects, a 
“Massacre of the Innocents” or the 
like, he fails conspicuously. He had not 
seen the event and obviously objected 
to being made to see it. Like the sing- 
er who replied to Catherine of Russia, 
“Your policeman, madam, may cause me 
to scream, Dut no one can make me 
sing,” he said in effect, “You may make 
me draw these things, my dear bishop,

The per- 
fect expression is at once born of hu- 
mility and self-nnconsciousness. The 
root upon which Michael Angelo, along 
with many lesser artists, foundered 
was nothing but this, that all his study 
was undertaken to increase the prestige 
of Michael Angelo; and where Angelico 
desired to give others an idea of per- 
fect bliss, Michael Angelo desired others 
to give him the supposed bliss of accla- 
mation. The result is that Angelico’s 
pictures still glow with light, while 
Michael Angelo’s fragmentary works fil] 
every one consciously or unconsciously 
with that old “sickness of the soul,” a 
perpetual straining after the impossible 
and a hopeless searching of the cause of 
darkness and driving winds and dead 
sea fruit.

About two 
miles north of Tewkesbury lies the vil- 


lage of Twining, and nowhere in all 


than in the neighborhood of this favored 
vuUlage. In pre-Reformation times many 
religious houses flourished there, and in 
1474 John Twining ruled as mitred ab- 
bot over the Abbey of Winchcombe. In 
the “Great Rebellion” the Twinings were 
staunch Royalists, and John Twining 
suffered imprisonment and forfeiture for 
assisting in the defense of the garrison 
of Evesham against Cromwell. 

Thomas Twining lived to see his busi- 
ness flourish exceedingly, and he himselt 
was regarded as one of London’s most 
prosperous citizens. A portrait may be 
seen of the founder of “Twining’s,” 
painted by Hogarth. Thomas was suc- 
ceeded by his son Daniel, and in 1778 the 
affairs of the “Golden Lyon” remained 
in the capable hands of his widow, Mary 
Twining, who again was succeeded by 
her sons, Richard and John. 

William Pitt, on forming his first ad- 
ministration in 1783, found it almost im- 
possible to raise revenue, Owing to the 
abuses of the customs laws, especially 
with regard to tea.

Boston clearing house, at present and a 
week ago, is presented in the table given 
below. In addition to the legal reserve, 
carried here and in New York (one half 
may stand in the form of deposits with 
the New York correspondent banks), we 
compute what may be called actual re- 
serve at present, as indicated by the 
excess reserve in New York. 

The excess of deposits with New York 
reserve agents over the amount which 
may be counted as hair of legal reserve 
is here counted part of reserves instead 
of simply an offset to deposit liabilities, 
as ia done in figuring legal reserves. 

The excess or actual reserve over 25 
per cent denotes the amount which might 
he deducted from the tota] reserves in 
both cities, Boston and New York, and 
still leave the legal reserve intact. 

No reserve is computed against gov- 
ernment deposits.

SHOE BUSINESS {5 
PASSING THROUGH 
MAY DULL PERIOD 


Factories Now Engaged in 
Filling Remaining Summer 
Orders and Getting Ready 
for Fall Shipments. 


STOCK TAKING TIME 


The shoe business is now passing 
through the period of dulness which al- 
ways prevails in May, factories are run- 
ning to fill what summer orders are left 
on their books and getting ready to ship 
their fall demands. the dull 


interim is being occupied as usual in 


However, 


stock taking. 

All the salesmen are now on the road 
with summer samples and from reports 
which have come to notice it would seem 
that they are having their regular samp- 
ling business, but the orders for immedi- 
ate shipment are not as numerous ag the 
most conservative ones expected. ~Re- 
ports from those in the West and North- 
west show that the trade suffered by a 
cold wet spring which seems hardly 
credible when the spring East is con- 
sidered. 

About the only activity noted here is 
confined to the manufacturers of men’s 
shoes, most of whom are forcing their 
factories. The demand for poorer quality 


working classes having been taught by 
experience that a shoddy shoe is far from 
an economical purchase. 

This applies mostly to men’s and boys’ 
footwear, although ladies’, misses’ and 
children’s cheap shoes are not meeting 
with the demand they once did. A notice- 
able feature in the cheaper line of ladies’ 
shoes that the styles of the best 
grades are introduced and copied as soon 
as they appear on the market, which 
enables those in the ordinary 
life to dress their feet as becomingly as 
do their sisters of larger means. 

Sole leather is still being exported in 
liberal quantities which, coupled with 
a fair domestic trade, enables the tan- 
ners to keep the prices firm. Sales of 
union sole leather are of quite good size

and the active market noted for the past | 


month continues. 

Calfskins, although the demand is close 
to sluggish, are held with firmness, in 
proof of which an order for 10,000 dozen 
was refused on a difference of 1 cent 
per pound. A movement in finished 
splits was occasioned by the foreign buy- 
ers now in the market.

past week was no surprise, as the firm 
was linked so closely to the failure of 
the firm which preceded it that the 
knowing ones anticipated it. While 
there is no very brilliant outlook at 
present, the future must be more prom. 
ising than the predictions of some who 
seem inclined toward a pessimistic at- 
titude. 

The Shoe and Leather Reporter records 
show that the shoe shipments for the 
past week, outside of New England, 
have been 71,320 cases; total for the

WASHINGTON- Details of the April 
trade of the United States with the 
principal countries and grand divisions 
of the world have just been completed 
by the bureau of statistics of the de- 
partment of commerce and labor. They 
show increased importations from all the 
grand divisions and nearly all of the 
important countries, especially countries 
supplying eT for use in manufac- 
turing, of which the importations show 
large increases for 1910 compared with 
1909. 4 

Exports show a falling off in totals 
to those countries forming the principal 
markets for foodstuffs, but an increase 
to those countries forming markets for 
manufactures. Thus to Belgium, France, 
Germany, the Netherlands and the United 
Kingdom the value of exports shows a 
decline, while to Argentina, Australia, 
Cuba, Mexico and Canada the value of 
the exports shows a marked increase, 
especially to Canada. to which the figures 
show an increase of more than 33 per 
cent both in the month of April and the 
10 months ending with April.

| RR 8 | howe | parties to the treaty might have referred 
this question to arbitration, they have not 
invoked the clause and thus by the exercise of good will and common 
sense have brought to pass what a hundred years ago could easily 
have been turned into the pretext for a war with all its waste and 
blood. A rainbow is less noisy than a thunder storm and does not 
announce itself so loudly; so it is with the busy, pleasant work of 
peace that here and there builds up tranquillity so quietly that its 
excellences lull us to forgetfulness of how the work has been done. 
The diplomacy of a hundred years ago was the development 
of a jealous selfishness that was as futile as it was cunning, and the 
very profession that prided itself on those maxims of practise in 
negotiation that had been brought into western Iurope through the 
Venetian state from the subtle and peaceful chancelleries of the 
Byzantine empire was time and again forced to call in the rougher 
and more costly methods of the soldier. Even in the short span of 
a century, a vast advance has been made in what may be called the 
business of the conventional differences of nations, until The Hague 
is come to be as well known a spot for the settlement of international 
differences as Westminster or Washington for private. The nations 
have gradually come to learn that peace is not a form of humiliation 
but a method of economy, none the less positive because in the 
present posture of the world’s enlightenment the soldier and the 
sailor are still a much. respected necessity. It is but a limited and 
not envied class in the community that has any strong prejudices 
against the policeman; we use him at present more for his possibili- 
ties than for his actual deeds and it 1s a commonplace that in world 
politics his part is played by the soldier and the sailor, in whom have 
been planted firmness, self-respect and discipline. But as the davs 
go by and as the gorgeous pageant of an understanding world unfelds 
itself, the work of the soldier and the sailor is pushed into the back- 
ground more and more; their place is filled increasingly by the 
diplomatist and the negotiator, who use the calm and undismayed 
arguments of reason and equity and yet are but the expressions of 
the overwhelming desire of the peoples of the earth that peace shall 
be ensued to the undoing of war's drabbled fury.

The measure has © 7 
been thoroughly debated, and the debate will continue for several 
days longer. Provisions that have seemed undesirable on the insur- 
gent side have become less objectionable as the discussion has pro- 
ceeded. Amendments that the regulars were disposed to oppose 
stubbornly at first, in the better light thrown upon them have become 
more acceptable. 

As finally passed by the Senate and approved in conference, the 
railroad bill will be a compromise measure, as much so as was the 
tariff bill last year. It will not be up to the expectations of either 
side, but the more conservative on all sides will be content because it 
will be the best they could get. 

Whether, in the final compromise, Senator Cummins’ amend- 
ment, which requires that all increases in rates shall be passed upon 
by the interstate commerce commission before becoming effective, 
shall be permitted to stand, is uncertain at this time. It may be one 
of the questions that will have to be settled in conference. But it 
appears to be understood that even this clause, held to so tenaciously 
by some and opposed so earnestly by others, will not be permitted to 
defeat the measure as a whole. 
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It sEEMS probable that conservation, as does charity, begins at 
home, since the Ballinger-Pinchot committee which has been inquiring 
into the work of conserving the nation’s public lands dnd forests has 
managed to conserve two fifths of the $25,000 set aside to pay for 
the hearing.

A REMARKABLE increase is taking place in 
the substitution of oil for coal as fuel on 
ships propelled by steam. The Yale, which 
has just made a very successful test of the 
advantages of fluid fuel, is said to be the 
first merchant turbine in the country that has 
been equipped with oil burners. Experts 
who took the trial trip on her said they were 
satisfied that the system had come to stay. 
In a round trip between Boston and New 
York the Yale would consume about 47,500 gallons of oil, which 
could be pumped aboard in an hour. Her coal consumption has 
been 235 tons and it requires eight hours for her to take it aboard. 
No noise and no dust accompany the taking on of oil and there are 
no cinders to fall upon the deck when it is burned. The Yale has 
needed forty-eight stokers with coal, but oil calls for only eight men 
on duty, who work under comparatively comfortable conditions. 

The announcement has been made that the British navy will 
substitute oil for coal as fuel in all its vessels. It has been conduct- 
ing experiments for several years to develop methods for using the 
oil, and many of its battleships and cruisers have carried oi] to 
supplement the coal supply. A warship taking on oil can dispense 
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with 75 per cent of the working force of stokers. This liquid can 
be carried as ballast in the double bottom of the ship, and as the 
oil is consumed water can be admitted. Coaling on the high seas 
has always been a difficult and tedious operation, but a war vessel can 
quickly fill her reservoir through pipes from a tank steamer. 

The United States navy now has six battleships using oil in 
connection with coal, one monitor using oil exclusivety, and fifteen 
torpedo boat destroyers similarly equipped. All of the new battle- 
ships are to have oil tanks. The excellent results obtained in the 
speed trials of the Delaware and the North Dakota when oil was 
used in connection with coal was one of the most convincing argu- 
ments in favor of the present plans. 

It would hardly be prudent on the part of the naval authorities 
to do away entirely with coal, owing to the ease with which a supply 
of oil could be destroyed by the enemy. A supplementary supply 
of coal might be the means of saving a fleet or a campaign. The 
saving in time and expense in handling, its greater convenience and 
cleanliness, aside from the original cost, however, will inevitably 
lead to the greater introduction of oil as tuel.

that the alternatives before the committee if it ~ not appropriate the 
forty cents were either to borrow the money or to allow the children 
to remain in overcrowded quarters; he adds he it his honor had agreed 
a few weeks earlier to support a bill permitting the school committee 
to borrow nearly three times the amount represented by this forty 
cents, namely $1,500,000, to be expended in three years for this 
same purpose. How an expenditure of $529,557 (the amount which 
the forty cents yields this year) can be too much, as the mayor 
contends, while $1,500,000 is all right, is a problem in civics which 
Mr. Lee says he has not been able to solve. He agrees with Mayor 
Fitzgerald that the enormous school debt is an evil, but fails to see 
why adding to it is preferable to the school committee's method of 
pay-as-you-go. In taking this position, Mr. Lee would seem to have 
the better of the argument.

On THE second day of next month the 
citizens of Winnipeg, Manitoba, will vote 
on a proposition to contribute $500,000 to 
the Manitoba centennial, or Selkirk, exposi- 
tion, to be held in that city in the summer 
of 1912. In a few days of the present 
month the real estate owners and operators 
of Winnipeg pledged a_ subscription of 
$170,000 and promised to double the amount 
if it shall be found necessary. It is believed 
that $500,000 in private subscriptions can easily be raised. The 
transportation companies will probably subscribe an equal sum. 
Five hundred thousand dollars from the municipality and like 
amounts from the provincial and the Dominion governments will 
provide a working capital of $2,500, 000. It is very probable, how- 
ever, that all of the provincial governments will subscribe generously 
toward this enterprise. 

The history of Winnipeg is almost identical with that of the 
great territory of which it has become the metropolis. The colony 
of Sutherlands hire highlanders which Lord Selkirk took out to “the 
Red river country” in 1712 was planted, practically, on the present 
site of Winnipeg. This was in the fur-trading days, when the 
Hudson Bay Company was a power in the land, but the colony took 
kindly to agriculture and held its own through many vicissitudes. 
It was not until 1867, however, that the Hudson Bay Company sur- 
rendered all of its rights in the territory to the British government. 
Winnipeg was not incorporated until 1873. Like Chicago and many 
other cities on the American side, 1t grew out of a settlement which 
sprang up around a military post. lort Garry became the nucleus 
of a city which less than ten years from the date of its incorporation 
had over 7000 inhabitants. By 1906 it had reached a population 
of nearly 100,000. 

The proposed exposition in this once far northwestern territory 
will doubtless enlist the interest not only of all the Dominion. but 
of the entire British empire, for it wall bring into a clearer light the 
marvelous progress of western Canada. That our people will 
contribute in every way possible toward its success is something to 
be taken for granted.

The critical situation induced Mayor Gaynor to issue an appeal 
to the Senate in behalf of the measure and the Palisades commission 
and its other advocates rallied to its support with renewed vigor, 
resulting in its reconsideration and passage by the Senate last even- 
ing. This is very gratifying to the friends of conservation. It will 
guarantee magnificent future advantages to the inhabitants of New 
York city and residents in the valley of the Hudson and also insure 
a pleasing prospect to travelers along the noble waterway. Besides 
the 10,000 Harriman acres and the 25,000 that the commission plans 
to acquire by purché ise, it is expected that the Palisades park may be 
enlarged by gifts of land from persons who own great estates in that 
region until the tract becomes one of the most extensive and beautiful 
parks in the world.

In some 
communities there 1s a great deal less sense- 
less noise on the day than there used to be. The tendency, generally 
speaking, 18 away from the explosive method of doing honor to 
the Declaration of Independence. But, in the improvement, those 
who are striving to abolish the old way should have a care lest tlfey 
impair the significance of the day itself. 
The 4th of July, 1776, was a great day, not only for the 
American colomes but for all the nations of the earth. The influence 
ot the act to which its greatness is due will be felt by all peoples 
through all the. ages. A celebration of each recurring anniversary 
of that great day is most fitting, and this celebration should be in 
all particulars commensurate with its greatness. No cheap or trivial 
perfunctory celebration of the Fourth of July can properly be 
called sane, for there could hardly be a more striking proof of our 
want of intellectual balance as a people than that we should forget 
the cost or meaning of our national independence. 

Thousands of immigrants are coming to these shores weekly. 
Every year aliens by the tens of thousands are admitted to our 
citizenship. A sane celebration of the Fourth of July throughout 
the length and breadth of this republic and in all its possessions 
would be one calculated to enhance and not belittle the value of the 
privileges which we enjoy and are able to confer upon others; some- 
thing more of thoughtfulness, and less of noise, should be hinted at 
in the form of the day’s observance. The working out of the details 
is a task for the nation’s best thinkers, in all seriousness.

‘There are said to 

be 300 aviators in foreign countries to a 

dozen or fifteen in the United States. All 

over Europe schools of aviation are turning out graduates who are 
seeking honors in the air, and new types ot machines are appearing 
every little while. 

The Wrights assert that they ask only what belongs to them. 
It was hardly necessary, however, for Orville Wright to state that 
any inventor “1s at hberty to use any part of the machine we did not 
invent.” That inventors in this country are not idie is indicated 
by the fact that about 400 aeronautic patents have so tar been 
issued. The trouble is that, with the exception of about fifty, they 
show a deplorable lack of knowledge of the first principles of aerody- 
namics, according to L. S. Burridge, former president otf the 
Aeronautic Society. A careful and systematic course of education 
which has been undertaken in England by public-spirited men, to 
promote aviation, he says, is worthy of emulatiog here. Not only 
do they offer prizes and through their clubs and leagues disseminate 
knowledge, but they send out lecturers to schools and public instity- 
tions to interest the growing generation. 

The apparent ease with which airships can cross the English 
channel has served to arouse an interest in aerial development. that 
is only in a measure shared in this country. Notwithstanding this, 
we do desire to promote aviation within our borders, and no species 
of intimidation should be engendered through the control which the 
Wrights hold. They are guaranteed that their rights shall be 
protected, but it should be clearly understood what ground they 
cover, so that other inventors may feel tree to go ahead “and develop 
whatever ideas they may originate. 
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
